PIRACY 


CHARGE OF “CONSULTING AND 
CORRESPONDING” 


N BEFORE MAGISTRATE 


Three Chinese /Lo Ming, Chan Chung- 
nam, and Land Hon-chau, alias Lam 


King-yiu, were produqed before Mr.’ 


E. W. Hamilton, at the Central Magis- 
tracy, to-day, charged as follows;— 

That they on divers dates between 
October, 1929, and January 13, 1980, 
did consult and correspond with pirates 
for the ransom of H. Y. Hsu who was 
captured in the piracy of the Japanese 
aa. Deli Maru on September 21, 1029. 

Mr. T. Murphy prosecuted, whilst 
the first and third accused were repre- 
sented by Mr, Cavey, of Messra. G, K. 
Hall Brutton and Co, The second ac- 
cused was not legally represented. 

The accused were not required to 
plead, and Mr. Murphy applied for a 
week's formal remand in the ease of the 
firat and second accused. 

Replying to .the Magistrate, Mr, 
Murphy said that from subsequent in- 
quiries made by the Police the prosecu- 
tion was of the opinion that they 
would not bein a position to offer 
material evidence against the third 
man. : : 

His Worship accordingly discharged 
Lam Hon-chau and. granted a weok’s 
formal remand In the case of the other 
two accused. 
Bail Refused 

In applying for bail for his other 
client, Lo Ming, Mr. Covey pointed out 
that there was o possibility of his Wor- 
ship finding the man not guilty; and, 
secondly, the Chinese New Year was 
coming and naturally his client did not 
want to spend it in custody. The man 
was resident in the Colony and had a 
businesa here; and it was not likely 
that he would run away, It was en- 
tirely in the Magistrate's diseretion to 
grant bail. i : 

Mr. Hamilton replied that he must 
definitely refuse bail at the man’s first 
Appearance in Court. At's subsequent 
stage when the facts had been given 
he might: possibly change his mind. 
“Until.we know where we are, I cannot 
fix bail.”

CONFERENCE 


EQUALITY BETWEEN BRITAIN 
“AND AMERICA 


FRENCH NEEDS 


FACTORS OF NAVAL NEED AND 
NAVAL STRENGTH 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

The London Naval Conference 
held its plenary meeting this morn- 
ing In: St, James's Palace. Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald presided. 

It was decided to set up a Gom- 
mittce composed of all members of 
the conference. 

The Conference will, therefore, 
meet in two forms—a plenary meet- 
ing to give effect to the, recom- 
mendations of the Committees and a 
working Committee. j 

Sub-Committees will be set up.on 
the decision of the whole conference. 
Each delegation was then invited to 
make a statement of {ts general 
views upon the position of its coun- 
try in relation to naval armament. 


U.S. Requirements 


Mr. H. L, Stimson’ (United 
States) said that he had decided not 
to make ony statement to-day re- 
garding American naval  require- 
ments. These were well understood. 
They had been cheerfully recognised 
by the nation which was ‘the host 
to the conference and which had 
through its Premier agreed that 
equality in naval power between the 
United States and Great Britain was 
the basis upon which they could best 


-{promote the beneficent purposes of 


this conference. He helleved that 
the requirements of national defence 
of various nations were necessarily 
largely relative to the general con- 
ditions of the world and, therefore, 
ff this conference could find a way 
whereby general reduction could be 
secured, the United States Navy 
could be likewise reduced. . 
. Remote Australia... 
, Mr. Fenton (Australia) referred 
to the pecullarly remofe aftuation of 
Australia, its 12,000 miles of coast 
line, and its distance from the prin- 
cipal world markets to which {t sent 
large quantities of primary produce.

French Statement —s 

M. Tardieu (France) set forth 
the geographical, economic and mill-, 
tary facts upon which France's 
naval needs were based.

BUDGRAFTING 


Economic Botanist’s. 
Report 


In: the couxse ‘of a report on his 


révont visit To Malaya, Indo-China, . 


Sumatra and Java, Mr, L. Lord, the 
+economic botanist, states :— 
“Budgrafting may be said to 
ensure the propagation 'of a plant 
without any change in its genctic 
constitution, and therefore the 
scion of the budgraft will be a re 


«| plica of the above-ground portion of | 


the mother-tree and, so far as tho 
laticiferous system is ‘possible for 
Inherent yield, should possess the 
same. caparity for yleld as the 
mother-tree: Investigation has 
shown that the progeny (clone) of 
one mother-tree may inherit the 


high-yielding powers of the mother, 


and the progeny of another may not, | 
This difference in behaviour may be ! 
explained by assuming that the high 
yield of the latter type of mother. ' 
tree is largely due to ita growing 
under particularly favourable en- 
vironmental conditions and that in- 
herently it is not a high yielder. | 
The root system of the mother-treo | 
which cannot be reproduced by 
budding—may also have some in- 
fluence’ on yield. It is _ doubtful 
what percentage of mother-trees 
transmit their high-ylelding powers 
to their progeny. An average figure 
was said to be 30 per cent. Lately 
5-10 per cent. i3 stated to be more 
accurate, The percentage will vary

Acreage of Budgrafted Treea 

“Even if only 5 per cent, of 
mother-trees transmit their high- 
yielding powers, the method of 
planting up areas of high-yielding 
trees has been clearly shown, That 
estates in the Dutch East Indies and 
lately in Malaya’ have taken advan- 
tage of budgrafting can be seen 
from the estimated areas planted 
with budgrafts. In Sumatra, the 
area under budgrafts alone or 
budgrafts mixed with — selected 
seedlings is estimated to be 100,000 


acres and in Malaya considerably’ 


over 20,000. The Malayan "figure 
waa given me as a “safe” figure, 
but my impression (which there wag 
no time to verify) is that:the area is 
very much larger. The figures are 
of importance, however, 
indicating the extent to which the 
practice of planting budgrafta has 
already been adopted. Budgrafting 
in the Dutch Hast ‘Indies may. be 
said to have passed the experimental 
atage, 

“My own impression is that by 
the use of proved material there will , 
be.no diffieulty on avernge-soil in. 
reaching yields of. at least 1,000 Ib,.

Clones and Their Yields 


“It must be stated frankly, at the 
outset, that there are not yet in 
existence results of yield tests of 
‘Dutch clones which are capable of 
statistical examination. Certain of 
the A, V. R. 0. S, clones have been 
grown in blocks on the same estate, 
but not in replicated plots. Other 
clones have been compared from re- 
sults ‘obtained from different gar- 
dens. It {a still more difficult to 
gain an accurate idea of the respec- 
tive yielding powers of Sumatra 
and Java clones, or even of the 
different Java clones alone. Soil, 
density of planting, systems of 
tapping, may: alt vary as may also 
the clones of tapping. Not the least 
important fact is that the’ number 
of trees in the test also varles con- 
siderably, Even if the co-efficient 
“of variability of clones {s only half 
that of seedlings it is still 
‘considerable and tests with 
‘small numbers .of trees are 
by Means 80 accurate 
| as tests witha larger number, say, 
| from 20 to 60. There is another 
difficulty in writing convincingly of 
[yields Many figures were given in 
strict confidence and may not appear 
in this report... Fortunately many 
yields have already been published 
and the publication of further test 
tappings, of. A. V. R. 0. S. clones, 
may be expected this year. Most of 
the published ylelds have already 
been tabulated by Summers those 
likely to be of fnterest to Ceylon 
will be repeated here. 

“A> general result from commer- 
cial scale tapping in Sumatra may

At the conclusion of his observa- 
tions on the subject of rubber 
research Mr, Lord states:—. | 

“There is an‘ impression, fortun- 
ately by no means general that 
Ceylon is so far behind in taking 
advantage of, the improved material 
that exists or in finding her own 
improved material, that we cannot 
hope in the future to compete with 
those counties which have already 
planted areas of budgrafts.” It ia 
an impression which I think {3 
erroneous. The area under budded 
rubber has lately been estimated at 
1 per cent. of the total area under 
rubber. That is not-a large propor- 
tion and, although it will increase, 
there is no reagon to suppose that 
Ceylon will not also share in that 
increase. Rejuvenation is costly 
and the Industry will only be able 
to finance a small. amount annually.

It will be recalled that not long 
ago, ‘the Provincial Government 
determined to agsign the sum of 
$190,000 for relief work in the 
North an@ West River ‘areas, and 
despatched “an investigating com- 
mittee to. the war zone to ascertain 
the damage done to lives and pro- 
perties there.

Losses, Property—more than $90,- 
000. 

Losses, domestic animals—$6,000, 

Losses, farm products—-$26,000. 

Losses, goods—$24,000. 

Sundry items—337,000. 

It is learned that the people in 
Fayuan, ‘Taitungpo, Shekochu, 
Nganjenau, Chicnai, sustained the 
greatest amount of losses, The 
boat people in Shamshui also suf- 
fered heavily from the recent con- 
flict —-Canton News Agency.

Governor's Specch 

In reply, His Excellency sald:— 

As Governor designate of the Straits 
Scttlements, it interests me very much 
to know that the Ying Wa College is, 
as its name implies, a revival of the. 
Anglo-Chinese College, which was} 
founded: at Malacca in 1818 by Mr, | 
Morrison, the first’ Protestant mission- 
ary to China; and, as Governor of 
Hong Kong, f cannot but be glad that 
in 1843, two years after the British flag 
was firat hoisted here, the school was 
Yemoved to this Colony, where it was 
carried on in Staunton Street under 
the management of the London Mis- 
alonary Seciety until 1856, In that year 
unfortunately, for lack of funds, the 
school was closed, and it was not resus. 
eitnted antil’ 1918, when it, was re- 
founded, again under. the name of 
the Ying Wa College, and housed in 
Caine Road on Hong Kong Island. The 
revival of the school was the work of 


tthe Church of Christ In China, which 
is an amalgamation of 22 Protestant ‘ 


‘inlasions, including Presbyterians, Con- 
eregationalists, Baptists and  othors. 
The London Missionary Society also 
assisted in refounding the school,, and 
it is‘now under the control of a small 
executive committce, appointed by the 
Education Committee of the Church of 


Previous Head Masters 

In 1913,,the Ying Wa College was 
under the head mastership of the late 
Mr. Arnold Hughes, whose self-sacri- 
ficing Inbours on behalf of his boys are 
still remembered with gratitude, 
After his death, Mr. Gordon Phillips 
was lent by the London Mission to be 
head maater of the school; but he was 
obliged to return to his work as mia- 
sionary at Amoy in 1924, in which year 
the Executive Committee of the 
Church .of Christ in China was almost 
obliged to close the school. | Mr, 
Richard Shim, however, offered to 
carry it on without any agsistance from 
outside, and in view of the lack of staff 
the Education Department required 
that only the lower and remove classes 
should be retained. “In spite of hard 
and valuable work by Mr. Shim, the 
school could not maintain the standard 
of efficiency required by the Education 
Department and it was removed from 
the’ grant’ list at the end of 1927. 
At that time plans for the erection of 
n new school building at Mongkok, in 
Kowloon, wore in preparation, and in, 
the autumn of 1928 the school . was 
transferred to the new premises in 
which we now stand. These buildings 
have been erceted without any ossist- 
ence from public funds, and I congra- 
tulate the school authoritics, both on 
the building which they have erected, 
and on their foresight in transferring 
the school to Kowloon; for I am sure 
that the City of Kowloon will have an 
even greater figure than the City of 
Victoria, and that this school will sup- 
ply a real and growing need at Mong- 
kok. 


A Timely Waming 

I hope that in future the Ying Wa 
College will reach and maintain o much 
higher standard than was possible in 
its earlier phases. No promise has 
been given by Government, nor can bo 
given, that ‘the school will be replaced 
oy the grant list. But an assurance 
haa been given that it will be kept in’ 
mind. I must, however, warn the 
school authorities against excessive am- 
hition. There is room in this Colony 
for good schools without the three 
senior classes and, subject to funds 
being available, there is room for such 
nehools ‘on the grant list.

Nanking, Yesterday. 
Due to his interfering with the 
civil affairs by dismissing threo 
magistrates and appointing others 
in their place, General Yin Ying- 
chi, of the 49th Division, has been 
reprimanded by the Executive Yuan. 
Blockade of Upper West River 
‘The Kwangtung Provincial Gov- 
ernment is in receipt of a telegram 
from General Chan Chai-tong to 
the effect that, ‘due to the Kwangal 
remnants taking possession of Lalpo 
and Liuchow, and. ‘apparently mov- 
ing towards the upper West River, 
the traffic above Tenyyuen has been 
closed since January 21 for a period, 
of two weeks, in order to facilitate 
military movements, Both Chinese 
and foreign shipping companies will 
be, if not: already, notified that 
their boats are not to run beyond 
Tengyuan.—Canton News Agency.
